that for-nearly half a century he has

Cunningham may be sentenced to

by messenger from Harni says that 
every Jian there has been killed. Only 
•women, girls and boys under 10 have 
been left alive. 
The churches and 


houses were plundered and most of 
them'were burned. The letter, which 
is from the widow of a clergyman, 
says: 


"We have nothing to eat or wear. 


We are living on grass like animals. 
Worse than this, the Moslems are try- 
Ing to force the women and girls to 
become Mohammedans. Already some 
of the women 
have 
been 
carried 


away." 


Lucius O. Lee, a missionary here, 


says: "\Ve are trying to send food to 
Harni, although it is dangerous, and 
to bring away the women as well." 


Much excitement has been caused 


here by the attempts of the authori- 
ties to arrest some of those who have 
murdered Christians. 


Thousands Face Starvation 


Hadjin,1' Asiatic Turkey, May '6.— 


Notwithstanding the presence of the 
troops here, the situation is desper- 
ate, owing to the lack of food and 
medical supplies. 


The troops which relieved the city 


came up from Mersina under com- 
mand of Loutfl Bey. 
They arrived 


just In time, as the besiegers had 
succeeded in setting fire to a house 
on the edge of the 
city. The fire 


spread, but as the breeze was blow- 
ing away from the town, only five 
buildings were destroyed. 


A heavy rifle fire was 
kept . up 


against those who tried to extinguish 
the flames. The Mohammedans out- 
side the walls, who seemingly num- 
bered many thousands, pushed their 
attacks energetically against the in- 
habitants, 
Killing 
and 
wounding 


many. They were so eager to get In- 
side the city and plunder the place 
that they did not observe the approach 
of Loutfi Bey and his men until they 
were close upon them, whereupon 
the Mohammedans fled precipitately, 
carrying -off "all the cattle outside the 
city. 


The Ghristian clergy and the whole 


population •welcomed their, deliverers 
with great rejoicing. 
Colonel Loutfi 


visited the churches and schools and 
placed guards at various points. Since 
then there have been no internal dis- 
orders,, and no danger from the Mo- 
hammedans, but the famine increases 
day by day, 
and 
starvation 
faces 


thousands.

GRANT GIVES BIS VIEWS 1 


Appears at Peace Congress Banquet 


and Thows Cold Water on Speeches 


of "Well-Fed 
Delegates—Socialist 


Sets Off Fireworks at Chicago Con- 


gress—Procedure Obscured For a 


Time by Parliamentary Cloud 


Chicago, 
May 6.—Major 
General 


Frederick D. Grant, commander of the 
department of the lakes of ibc United 
States army, appeared unexpectedly 
last night at the Association of Chi- 
cago Commerce banquet, which wound 
up the three days' gathering oC the 
second national ponce congress, and 
attacked the theories which had been 
carefully 
outlined 
by 
the 
various 


speakers of the evening concerning 
world peace. 


"A> good navy and a good army can 


do more to bring about peace than all 
the speeches of well-fed delegates/' 
said Grant. "The soldier is tiie peice- 
lover. 
We love peace so much that 


when we are in trouble we fight' to 
bring it about. 


"If nations are prepared to defend 


themselves and stand firmly and a war 
is going to cost more than it is going 
to return, I think ihat the patriotism 
of the people and the good judgment 
of the statesmen will prevent war." 


The only fireworks of the congress 


were set off at the business session 
presided over by Justice Moore of the 
supreme court of Michigan. 
Judge 


Brown read the resolutions as pre- 
pared by the committee appointed for 
the purpose. 
He moved their adop- 


tion, and was seconded by W. 
H. 


Galvani, representing the governor of 
Oregon. 


Scarcely had the Oregonian taken 


his seat when A. H. Simon, of a Chi- 
cago Socialist daily newspaper, was 
his feet with.a resolution which jarred 
the meeting. 
Simon alluded to" the 


"exploitation of labor and the im- 
poverishment of those who toil," de- 
clared that "the causes -of war He 
deep in the -industrial and economic 
life of the nations, and closed as fol- 
lows: 


"Resolved, 
That 
this 
congress 


recognize in the international political 
organization of the working class, the 
international socialist movement with 
its 470 representatives in the national 
parliaments of the world, its thou- 
sands of officials in lesser legislative 
bodies, its nine millions of voters, 
and its multiplied millions of affiliat- 
ed labor organizations—all openly and 
avowedly committed to uncompromis- 
ing opposition to militarism and capi- 
talistic wars, the greatest peace force 
in the world." 


Mr. Simon having finished, Miss 


Mary J. Pierson rose to speak but was 
interrupted by Rev. J. L. Jones on a 
point of order. Further parliamentary 
clouds obscured procedure when Sam- 
uel L. Hartman asked that the report 
of the committee on resolutions be 
read again. 


Chairman Moore denied 
this 
re- 


quest. Meanwhile cries of "Question, 
question!" rang through the hall, and 
the chairman, sustaining Jones' point 
of order, put the regular platform to 
a vote. 
A chorus of "yeas" carried it 


unanimously and left Simon's resolu- 
tions up for disposal. 


Delegate Iglehart then moved to 


table the Simon resolutions.

I "would advise those behind-the Texas movement to establish an 


observatory of the hlgest possible efficiency in some favorable location 
in West Texas, where astronomers can carry on extended observations 
of the planet within the next few years. This could be done for a very 
small part of the immense sum which it is proposed to expend on the 
undertaking. 


These observations may yield information such as would warrant 


further and more costly steps in the work, namely, the building of 
enormous reflectors by means of which the sun's light can be reflected 
at sufficient intensity to reach through the 40,000,000 miles between the 
earth and Mars, and attract the attention^of the planet's Inhabitants. 


However, I don't feel that we know enough about the planet as 


yet to spend much money in signaling to possible inhabitants. 
But 


the planet will shortly come around Into a position of exceptional ad- 
vantage for the observation. As it moves about its orbit it comes in- 
to a position where it is nearer to the earth than at any other time of 
the year. 


Its average mean distance from the earth in the last several years 


is approximately 45,000,000 miles.. But next fall—or, rather, late nex* 
summer—the planet will swing around to a position only 30,000,000 
miles from the earth. 


If an observatory of efficiency is in working order in the.clear at- 


mosphere of the West Texas hills about that time some very surpris- 
ing observations and records might be secured. If the.observations 


found warranted going on with the work there would, still be plenty of 
time for expending the large sums necessary to build the immense mul- 
tiple reflectors necessary for such an undertaking.

There 
is no established rule for measuring 
round stacks, but this one will ap- 
proximate the contents of a stack of 
the ordinary conical form; Find the 
circumference at or above the b;:se 
of bulge at a height that will average 
the base from there to. the ground, 
find the vertical height of ihe meas- 
ured circumference from the ground 
and. the slant height from the cir- 
cumference to the top of the stack. 


Multiply the circumference by It-
